Traffic supervisors 


split over. 


The newly-signed police regulations 
have stirred up a hornet's nest among 
Wilmington's women traffic super- 
visors. 

The regulations will put the traffic 
supervisors directly under the com- 
mand of Safety Officer John Ritchie. 
Many of the women feel that they 
Should ansWer to Sgt, Maryann 
Langone 

Another item of contention in the 
regulations is that the traffic super- 
visors no longer have matron duty. 
‘This is now assigned to the clerks in 
the police station. 

The traffic supervisors are in the 
process of unionizing, and claim that 
they are being discriminated against. 
‘The State Labor Relations Board has 
authorized a union election among the 
traffic supervisors. 

Eight of the traffic supervisors, 
though, disavow any affiliation with 
those attempting to unionize, They 
are quick to point out that they have 
made no complaints about the depart- 
ment, about Officer Ritchie, or Lt. 
John Imbimbo. Their letter follows 
this article. 

The regulations were signed by the 
Selectmen in their meeting last Mon- 
day night, but not without a good deal 
of controversy. Chairman Aldo Caira 
did not vote against the regulations, 
but at several points in the discussion 
he spoke against the adoption of the 
regulations. 

“Atone point, Caira charged that im- 
bimbo was in conflict of interest by 
his participation in the decision. He 
said that at a previous time, Imbimbo 
got right out of his seat when police 
business came up 

Caira also said that the classifying 
of Sgt. Maryann Langone as a clerk 
was wrong. That was not the intent of 
the town meeting, he said.

Charbonnier said that Sgt. Langone 
was in the process of withdrawing her 
union membership from the Town 
Employees’ Union, and joining 
AFSCME (American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employees) with the traffic super- 
visors 

Town Manager Sterling Morris 
pointed out that Sgt. Langone is still 
considered a member of the Town 
Employees’ Union, and that her full- 
time employment was as a clerk. As 
a sergeant, her work is part-time, he 
said 


Selectman Jim Banda said that the 
problem should be discussed with 
Town Counsel Alan Altman, since 
they were running into two unions. 

In making his motion for the ap- 
proval of the rules and regulations, 
Selectman John Imbimbo said “I 
think that it’s high time we had these 
rules. There's nothing here that will 
hurt anyone.” 

Mrs. Charbonnier pointed out that 
the rules would eliminate the traffic 
supervisors from matron duty. - She 
said that it would be cheaper for the 
town to use the traffic supervisors 
than the clerks. She said that one of 
the duties of a matron was to escort 
female prisoners to court during the 
day, which would leave the clerks’ 
positions unmanned 

At that point in the discussion, the 
town manager's alarm clock went off, 
breaking the tension.

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Tewksbury selectmen debate overtime 
McNeil debates Trueba 


Tewksbury selectmen voted, Tues- 
day night,to meet with DPW Com- 
missioner Richard O'Neil on the sub- 
Ject of overtime and the method in 
which overtime is granted. , But the 
Trueba-McNeil debate held the 
Spotlight for most of the discussion. 

On the agenda under “Selectmen 
Reports” McNeil initiated discussion 
on the overtime and rotation of crews 
for sanding and snowplowing in the 
DPW. He charged that CETA 
employees were being used for over- 
time instead of regular employees. 
He observed this could lead to possi- 
ble grievances by the Municipal 
Employees Union 

Richard Trueba questioned 
MeNeil's statement, adding that the 
employees shouldn't object. They are 
guaranteed 40 hours weekly and are 
getting that. He said that the town 
isn't guaranteed any overtime. He 
added the DPW should manage their 
own‘fivertime without any recourse to 
the selectmen. 

MeNeil challenged him in his think- 
ing, with Trueba crossing wordy 
swords with the selectmen. 

Referee William Hallisey, chair- 
man of the board intervened that 
there was a problem onthe overtime. 
He noted at times ‘we had trucks 
without drivers’? and some of the 
drivers would complete their day and 
then go home, causing vacancies in 
some of the driving jobs. This 
necessitated a call for employees for 
overtime. This created a problem 
because at times they then had to call 
in CETA employees after exhausting 
the regular employee list, including 
all town departments. 

DPW Commissioner O'Neil had 
tried to call some of the workers 
without avail 

Selectman Richard Morris reported 
he had also been at the DPW yards 
and had checked the overtime repor- 
ting. There is a list, with Red, White 
and Blue teams, with their listings of 
employees. 

Trueba felt that a minimum of four 
hours should be given to the workers, 
and suggested that the Union step in 
and handle the overtime with their 
steward, Hallissey suggested a con- 
ference with the DPW in calling for 
overtime. He noted once when there 
were calls to recruit overtime, and 
the regular men could not be reached, 
thus the CETA men would come to 
work for the overtime. He said it was

Yes, Virginia, there is a Santa 
Claus. He came to Tewksbury in the 
form of a Pike Street industrial con- 
tractor 

John B. Sullivan came to the aid of 
Tewksbury Civil Defense Supervisor 
Joe O'Brien to obtain an army surplus 
weapons carrier Tuesday. It cost the 
town no money 

The story unfolded when Selectmen 
Joe McNeil and Richard Morris last 
week announced the town could obtain 
an army surplus truck from Camp 
Drum in New York. The problem: to 
get it here. Tony Rocco’volunteered, 
but circumstances prevented him 
from completing the mission, When 


volunteered to drive to New York, and 
with an employee. The arms weapons 
carrier came to rest in the Tewksbury 
Fire Station 

‘The board of selectmen approved a 
motion to send a letter to those in- 
volved thanking them for their 
assistance. They included Sullivan, 
Rocco for his efforts; the finance 
committee for its cooperation in 
offering to transfer $300 to cover 
Sullivan’s expenditures and Joe 
O'Brien 

The Christmas present to the town? 
Sullivan refused to accept the $300 or 
any money for the transportation of 
the weapons carrier. 


Bus service from the Tewksbury - 
Wilmington line to Reading will end 
on December 31. The Massachusetts 
Bay Transportation Authority is cut- 
ting service on a number of bus lines 
on that day 

After a number of surveys the 
MBTA came to the conclusion that the 
bus service from the Tewksbury line 
was (1) not popular (2) not patronized 
and (3) not up to service standards. 
‘The analyzation process had been go- 
ing on for the past two years. 

The service had started some time 
prior, to World War II, supplanting a 
street car service which had been in 
existance from before the days of 
World War I 


Bus service ends December 31 


The Eastern Massachusetts Street 
Car Company first ran street cars 
through Tewksbury, from Lowell to 
Boston in 1912. Prior to that date the 
street cars came up only as far as 
Silver Lake, in Wilmington. There 
had been a legal difficulty due to an 
act of the legislature in the 19th cen- 
tury which granted to the Boston & 
Maine (then the Boston & Lowell) the 
sole right to operate passenger ser- 
vice between Boston and Lowell. 

Back in the days of World War I it 
was possible to ride from Wilmington 
Square to Carter's for five cents, and 
from Carter’s to Lowell for another 
nickle.
